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where the plant and good will of the busi- 
ness were sold under mortgage, the editor 
was restrained from publishing the paper 
under the old name elsewhere in that lo- 
cality. 

The purchaser of the good will has a 
right to rely upon the representations of the 
seller concerning its value, and when that 
is a part of the consideration, and does not 
come up to the representations, the pur- 
chaser has the right to urge it in defense of 
the collection of a note given for the pur- 
chase money; but ordinarily when the pur- 
chaser of a business finds that there is no 
good will he is without remedy, unless he 
can show fraudulent representations of fact. 

One who buys the good will and name of 
a business is entitled to receive letters and 
telegrams addressed to the firm name, and 
to the advantages resulting from busi- 
ness transactions proposed 
in them by customers of the 
old firm. 

Where one sold a saddlery 
and harness business with 
the agreement not to carry 
on such business, it was held 
that he could not be re- 
strained from selling har- 
ness and saddlery at a gen- 
eral store which he opened. 
Nor does such agreement 
prevent one from acting as 
a salesman for another firm 
in the same line; nor from 
loaning the purchase money ce 
to another to engage in a 2.

Trade Topics. 


The Law of ‘Good Will. 


[WRITTEN FOR THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 


The good will connected with the 
establishment of any particular trade or 
occupation is the advantage or benefit 
which it has acquired beyond the mere 
value of the capital, stock, funds or prop- 
erty employed in it, in consequence of the 
general public patronage and encourage- 
ment which it receives from constant or 
habitual customers on account of its local 
position or common celebrity, or reputation 
for skill or punctuality, or from other acci- 
dental circumstances or necessities, or even 
from ancient partialities or prejudice. It is 
a valuable right, and may be the subject of 
contract, and as such has led to much liti- 
gation. It is to some of the rules developed 
in cases lately decided that the writer will 
call attention, especially of those who may 
contemplate the purchase of the business of 
another. 

If the business has been long established, 
has a location which brings trade, or has 
been built up by one who could readily re- 
establish it and become a rival in the neigh- 
borhood, and the purchaser desires or is 
paying for the continuance of his trade, he 
should provide by written contract for the 
sale of the good will as well as the convey- 
ance of the more tangible assets, and also 
for that other contingent of good will, the 
restraint of the seller from doing a like

A roll consisting of a metal tube, the ends 
of which are closed by metal plugs, A’, pro- 
vided with journals, A’*, is mounted in bear- 
ingsin the machine at a short distance away 
from the dandy roll, which is plain, having 
no watermarking device upon it. This roll, 
A, is adapted to be removably supported in 
bearings for the purpose of allowing collars 
of different sizes to be placed on it, and for 
this purpose the journals A’ are mounted in 
open or hook bearings, A’, vertically adjus- 
table upon a screw rod, A*, mounted in a 
support, A’, secured to the machine. 

On the roll A are provided two conven- 


| iently circular fixed collars, A*, and one or 
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starting up with new stock and soliciting 
his old customers. He must be expressly 
restricted by contract. 

One of the main incidents of the good 
will of a business is the name under which 
it has been conducted, and although there 
is no agreement the buyer can use it, but 
not so as to expose the seller to any liability 
as the owner of the business, or as one of 
the persons with whom contracts would be 
made. If the consent to the continued use 
of the name is merely gratuitous it may be 
withdrawo at any time, as the surname is 
not an element of the good will of the busi- 
ness, but the purchase of the good will of a 
person deceased does not include the right 
to use the name of the deceased. 

The good will of partnership, however, is 
between the partners a part of the property 
of the firm, and where it is dissolved, one 
transferring to the others all his interest 
in the business and assets, with the under- 
standing that they are to succeed tothe 
business of the old firm, such sale carries 
with it the good will. The firm name here 
is part of the good will, and the outgoing 
partner cannot use it in a like business 
in that vicinity; but where there were 


The fact that the receipts 
of the new business are as 
large as those of the old firm 
does not of itself show he is 
not damaged, but the fact that the other is do- 


buyer has little trade will be taken as proof 
of loss. Specific damage must be shown, 
otherwise the award would be merely nom- 
inal. It cannot be shown by deducting the 
value of other items, and the jury would not 
be restricted to finding the value of the good 
will to be the difference, but might exceed it. 

In the contract for the sale of the good 
will and agreement not to doa similar busi- 
ness, the covenant should be qualified, 
otherwise it is bad, as being unreasonable 
and contrary to public policy. Where it is 
subject to some qualification, either in time 
or space, then the question is whether it is 
reasonable, and if so it is good in law, the 
point to which the attention of the court is 
especially directed being the limits of time 
and space, and the protection required for 
the trade of the purchaser, this latter re- 
quiring the examination of the nature and 
extent of the trade.

On dissolution of partnership by the death 
of one, the surviving partners may carry 
on the business at the same place without 
liability to account to the legal representa- 
tive of the deceased for the good will of 
the firm, and where he joins in the sale of 
the stock, fixtures, &c., without words of 
limitation he cannot maintain an action for 
the value of the good will or any portion 
of it.” 

The good will of a business is property 
which can be mortgaged or sold in connec- 
tion with the business, but it cannot be 
sold by judicial sale or otherwise unless it is 
done in connection with the sale of the 
business on which it depends. It has been 
held that the name of a paper, printed on a 
certain plant, was part of the good will, and 


An illustration is given of a new 
device intended to avoid the employment of 
a separate dandy roll as well for each 
watermark as for different sizes of paper, 
and to provide means whereby the water- 
marking letters or devices may be inter- 
changed without the removal and substitu- 
tion of a fresh dandy roll. 

Figure 1 is a view partly in elevation and 
partly in longitudinal section of the new 
roll; Figs. 2, 3 and 4 are transverse sec- 
tions taken respectively on the lines 2— 
2, 8—3 and 4—4 of Fig. 1; Fig. 5 is a sec- 
tion corresponding with Fig. 4 of the roll 
arranged for watermarking a larger size of 
paper than that for which the roll as ar- 
ranged in Figs. 1 to 4 is designed ; Fig. 6 is 
a plan of one of the pad carrying frames 
detached from the roll, and Fig. 7 is an

more collars, A‘, each having, say, four dove- 


ing a large business at his new place and the | tail recesses, A’, dividing its periphery into 


four equal parts. 


B, B are two drums fitting on the ends of 
the roll A at the outside of the collars A* 
and provided at their inner ends with open- 
ings, B’, large enough to accommodate the 
ends of the frames C and at their outer 
ends with openings, B’, to admit of the 
screw threaded pins or bolts C’ passing 
through them. Each frame, C, consists of 
two preferably T-shaped bars or rails, C’, 
rigidly united at their ends as at C’, Fig. 6, 
in any convenient manner, and at one or 
more parts by blocks C‘, the number and 
position of which preferably correspond 
with the number and position of the collars 
A‘ fixed on thetubular body A. Each of the 
blocks C* is provided with a dovetail pro- 
jection, C*, to fit into one of the beforemen- 
tioned dovetail recesses A’ of the collars As, 
and into the ends C* of the frames C are 
screwed, or otherwise suitably secured, the 
pins or bolts C’. 

D isa watermarking pad or impression 
plate carrying any desired device, D, to be 
impressed in relief. This plate is curved to 
suit the size of roll to which it is applied. 
At its back the plate D may, as shown in 
Fig. 3, be provided with a bolt or screw, 
D*, over which is passed a clamping plate, 
D*, adapted to be forced tightly against the 
back of the bars C* by means of the nut 
D* screwing on bolt D’. By this arrange- 
ment the pad D may be secured in any de- 
sired position on the frame on which it is 
mounted, or the pad D may be retained in 
position on the frame C with sufficient firm- 
ness for all practical purposes by two or 
more clips, D* (Fig. 7), secured to the back 


of the pad and adapted to engage with the 
outer flanges of each pair of bars, C’, which, 
as shown in dotted lines of Fig. 6, are re- 
cessed, as at C’, to admit of the pad being 
applied to the frame C. At all parts of the 
frame excepting at the recesses the clips 








fit tightly against the outer flanges of the 
bars C*, so that the pad D will be retained 
in any position to which it is adjusted until 
again moved by hand. 

E, Fig. 5, isa collar or ring provided at 
its interior with dovetail projections, E’, to 
fit the dovetail recesses As of the collar A‘, 
and at its exterior with dovetail recesses, 

*, to receive the dovetail projections C* of 
the blocks C*. 

By loosening the nut D* the pad D may 
be moved along the frame C, on which it is 
mounted and secured in any desired posi- 
tion thereon by again tightening the nut. 
One, two or more pads, D, may be mounted 
at different parts of the same frame. 

In Figs. 1 to 4 the roll is represented as 
having accommodation for four frames, C 
(each fitting into one of the openings B’), 
but with only two applied. The roll may 
be constructed for carrying 
one, two or any other suit- 
able number of frames, and 
any number of frames up to 
the limit of accommodation 
may be fitted to the roll. 
Thus in Figs. 1 to 4 only two 
frames, C, are shown, which 
is two less than the full 
complement. 

When it is desired to ar- 
range the roll for water- 
marking paper of a larger 
size than that for which it is 
shown arranged in, say, Fig. 
1, all that is necessary is to 
remove the winged nuts C* 
from the pins C’, slip the 
drums B off the ends of the 
tubular body A, fit a collar 
E of the desired size on the 
fixed collar A+ and place 
drums of the required diam- 
eteronthe ends of A. The 
ends of the frames C are 
then inserted in the drum 
openings B’ (the diametri- 
cally opposite ones of which 
will be farther apart than 
in the drums last removed), 
the pins C’ passed through 
openings, B*, the dovetail projections C* 
engaged with the recesses E’* and the 
winged nuts screwed on the pins C’ until 
the drums are pressed tightly against 
the collars A*. After this the pads are 
secured in their proper positions on the 
necessary frames C, and the roll is then 
ready for use. 

The periphery of the drums is in practice 
to be preferably roughened so that they 
may be rotated by contact with the endless 
apron or bed of the paper making machine. 

The apparatus may be modified by con- 
necting the frames C to the roll A by 
brackets, by means of which they may be 
adjusted radially in relation to body, A.

The engine indicatorisso practicaland 
easily worked that it shquld be used much 
more than itis. There is no reason why its 
use should be confined to experts, because 
any engineer who has a decent amount of 
perception or who is in charge of steam 
power of any size should be capable of 
handling it easily under any ordinary cir- 
cumstances. The indicator is not a new 
thing, having existed in some form or other 
almost as long as the steam engine, and for 
that reason, if for no other, it should be as 
familiarly known by those employed on 
steam power as the details of the engines 
themselves. There is another and much more 
important reason why it should be well 
known, and that is its practical value, which 
in the construction and setting of new work 
is great, and also in detecting imperfectly 
working valvesor gear,unnecessary waste of 
steam, and in determining the horse power 
developed under given conditions in any en- 
gine. 

The principal points on which the indi- 
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cator gives information are these: Steam 
admission to the cylinder; point of pres- 
sure; point of cut-off ; back pressure ; com- 
pression ; mean effective pressure; efficiency 
of steam ports and pipes in the way of ca- 
pacity or proper size to accommodate the 
requisite volume of steam ; speed or motion 
of valves in giving rapid or instantaneous 
opening orclosing of the ports, or the re- 
verse, and other details according to various 
circumstances. 


In connecting up for an indicator the best 
arrangement for giving motion to the drum 
is the Brumbo pulley ; that is, where a per- 
manent device is wanted. In the matter of 
an arrangement to be used in various places 
and on engines of different sizes and forms, 
the pantograph is the most common thing 
employed. The Brumbo pulley is easily 
made by taking a bar of hardwood not less 
than one and one-half times the length of 
stroke of the engine. At the upper end of this 
bar is fastened by screws or rivets a piece of 
wood of the shape of a sector of a circle, the 
curved part being downward, and set so 
that the middle of the arc will come in line 
with the bar. The length of the radius for 
this sector is found by taking the length of 
the bar divided by the stroke of the engine 
and multiplying by the length of the dia- 
gram. Thus, if an engine has a 24 inch 
stroke and it is wished to have a diagram or 
card 4 inches long, the length of the bar is 
14x24 — 36 inches and §{x4 —6 inches, 
which is the length of radius for the sector 
piece. 

The pin on which the upper end of ‘the 
bar swings must conform to the centre from 
which the are is formed, the lower end of 
the bar being connected by another bar 
with the crosshead, which bar works as a 
connecting rod; the length of this rod 
must be such that when the crosshead is at 
the middle of its stroke the swinging bar 
will be at the middle of its travel. The ar- 
rangement must be so placed that when the 
bar is at the middle of its travel the pin 
which connects it with the rod will be as 
far below the pin at the crosshead end as it 
is above the latter when the bar is at the 
ends of its stroke. In setting up the 
Brumbo pulley the pin at the upper end is 
to be secured to anything which will make 
a firm support for it. If there is nothing 
so located as to answer the purpose then 
some form of wrought iron standard is 
usually the easiest substitute. This device 
is simple and easily made, and has very 
few joints, and is consequently the best, 
but in making it the pins should be easy 
fits aad free from lost motion, and the sup- 
port for the bar must be free from any ten- 
dency to spring ; and the cord must always 
run off the sector ata tangent to its arc. 
In order to test the exactness of operation 
of the thing when complete, connect the 
cord to the indicator, and when the cross- 
head is at the end of the stroke press the 
pencil and make a jot on the card; then 
when the crosshead is at one-quarter, one- 
half, three-quarter and whole stroke press 
the pencil and make dots on the card ; 
then take it out, and if the spaces between 
the dots are all equal the motion is cor- 
rectly reduced. 


The pantograph as a reducing motion is 
theoretically perfect ; but owing to its form 
and many joints it is apt to become loose 
jointed and a flimsy affair; yet it is very 
commonly used, but must be well made in 
every way if it is to stand much work and

any form of reducing motion the length of 
the cord connecting it with the indicator

moved from one end of its*travel to the 
other, the drum of the indicator will travel 
back and forth without striking or coming 
too near the stops at each end.

Do not use lead or similar 
substance in making the connections, and 
blow out the piping before attaching the 
indicator. 

When the whole arrangement is in posi- 
tion ready to use, turn the three-way cock 
and let the steam play in the indicator and 
warm it up, then press the pencil onto the 
drum and the card for that end of the cyl- 
inder is taken. Then close the cock and

To figure the mean effective pressure 
from a card, the easiest and most correct 
way isto usea planimeter. This gives the 


area in square inches within the lines of | 


the diagram, and this area divided by the 
length of the diagram gives the average 
height, and this, multiplied by the number 
of the spring used in the indicator, gives 
the mean effective pressure on the piston 
per squareinch. If a planimeter is not at 
hand, the cards can be figured approxi- 
mately by drawing ordinates vertical to the 
atmospheric line and equidistant apart; 
then, taking the sum of their lengths and 
dividing it by their number, and multiply- 
ing the result by the scale of the spring 
used, the final result will show the mean 
effective pressure. By the number or scale 
of a spring is meant the number of pounds 


pressure per square inch to each inch in 


height of diagram ; that is, a spring marked 
50 will, when under 50 pounds pressure per 
square inch, mark a line 1 inch high on the 
drum; with 100 pounds one 2 inches high 


on the drum.

Said Mr. Nixon, who spoke instructively 
and entertainingly: ‘‘ William Rittinghuy- 
sen, an emigrant, was the first Mennonite | 
preacher in Pennsylvania.

Nicholas, came from Broich, in Holland. 
His forefather had long carried on the busi- | 
ness of manufacturing paper at Arnheim, 
and in 1690 he built the first paper mill in 
America on the Wissahickon.

ary, is called the ‘‘ New Railroad Duplicate 
Copying Paper." It is designed for railroad

vorite in the market on account of its 
toughness and fine copying surface, these 
two qualities giving it especial merit. It is 
made in a light straw color only, and its 
firmness and beanty of color will undoubt- 


edly make it popular for many other uses |

The new second grade of tissue, or copy- 
ing paper, is called the *‘ Japanese Tissue.” 
It possesses all of the strength character- 
istic of the ** Railroad” grade, its texture 
being much finer, and its surface is as soft 
as silk. It is the result of experiments 
which have been conducted by the company 
for a long time, and the latter is highly 
pleased with its success. So closely does it 
imitate the imported Japanese tissue that 
only an expert 1s able to tell the imitation 
from the genuine, and in this detection he 
would be better aided by holding a sheet up 
to the light than by the sense of touch. 
The color of this paper and its weight and 
surfaces are, in fact, an almost exact repro- 
duction of the real Japanese article. Al- 
though it lacks a trifle in clearness the 
purity of the real Japanese product, it is so 
mearly perfect that it must largely fill for 
most purposes the same uses. As sucha 
substitute the appearance of this new tissue 
in the market is of no inconsiderable im- 
portance in the struggle of American paper 
manufacturers to take front rank in the 
world with their products.

APPLETON, Wis., January 14, 1905. 

The necessity of sending this letter 
a day earlier than usual prevents your cor- 
respondent from being able to confirm the 
details of the latest piece of news in re- 
gard to the English syndicate. Promoter 
Butterworth is expected to be here to-mor- 
row, and the writer was anticipating the 

















privilege of giving the news free from any 
hearsay quality. As events are, however, 
it will have to be given for what it is worth, 
with the specificatiou that it is thought to 
be about right the way it is presented here. 
To proceed to the story, it is said that Mr. 
Butterworth is coming up here prepared to 


| submit an amendment to his original. prop- 


osition to the mill owners. 

It will be remembered that the original 
proposition was that the mill men should 
receive half cash and half in a mortgage 
upon their own mills. It is now said that 
Mr. Butterworth will propose to give the 
mill men 60 per cent. in cash and 40 per 
cent. in the common stock of the syndicate. 
While your correspondent has no direct 
means of knowing what the answer of the 
mill men will be to such a proposal, he 
thinks it quite improbable that the mill 
owners will consider it. As has been indi- 
cated in this correspondence, there has 
been, during the last few months, quite a 
revulsion of feeling among the manufac- 
turers in regard to the matter of going into 


| the syndicate, and some of them have said 


that they were sorry that they ever gave 
options in the first place. If this is true 
it seems as though no new overtures would 
be listened to, and that the whole thing 
would have to stand or fall under the 
arrangement first entered into. Your cor 
respondent is of course unable to say 
whether the formation of the syndicate is 
dependent upon the acceptance of this new 
proposition by the mill men. Before many 
days, in all probability, these’ matters will 
be decided. 

There have been no new cases of small- 
pox during the week just past, and popular 
nervousness is considerably allayed. Mayor 
Peter Thom has been thoroughly awake to 
the gravity of the situation, and has caused 
strict guard to be kept, night and day, over 
the quarantined houses, so that no one has 
gone in or out. The employees of the va- 
rious paper mills have been vaccinated by 
scores at a time, and vaccination parties 
among the ladies of the city have become a 
new and popular society wrinkle. 

A dispatch from Washington, which has 
been read with considerable interest here, 
states that, according to a report to the 
State Department from the United States 
consul in Vienna, the European paper mills 
are suffering from a season of overproduc- 


over there to form a combination and re- 
strict the output in some way, and at the 
same time to make concerted arrangements 
for selling.

The 
company entered it at $13.44 per long ton of

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2,240 pounds. When the collector held it 
at $15 a short ton of 2,000 pounds the com- 
pany appealed to the Board of General 
Appraisers, of New York city. Not long 
after, while paying duty on the valuation 
fixed by the Detroit collector, he seized 
another carload on the same grounds of un- 
dervaluation, having raised it 12% per 
cent. The company appealed again to the 
General Appraisers. Several hearings were 
given the matter and the board handed 
down a decision to the Treasury Depart- 
ment ruling against the decision of the col- 
lector and in favor of the Laurentide Com- 
pany, fixing the valuation of wood pulp 
at 60 cents a hundred. This is a victory 
for the Canadian company, and will be the 
means of bringing American capital to Can- 
ada for investment in timber preserves and 
pulp mills.” 

The Appleton Pos/, which keeps a watch- 
ful eye upon the interests of the paper trade, 
and incidentally upon the doings of the 
men who are connected with it, published 
last week the account of an amusing experi- 
ence which befel a machinery man who 
sometimes comes to this city, whose genial 
temperament allows him to carry off a little 
thing of this kind without the turning of a 
hair.

The word has been passed around 
among the paper and pulp manufacturers 
of Northern New York that the old freight 
rates will be retained on the Rome, Water- 
town and Ogdensburg and New York Cen- 
tral roads. 

A few weeks ago, it will be remembered, 
a conference of the paper and pulp makers 
was held at the Woodruff House to protest 
against an advance in the rates to Western 
points over the roads named above. The 
proposed advance was from 22 cents to 26 
cents per 100 to Chicago, and from 26 to 
30 cents to St. Louis. This meeting was at- 
tended by representatives of nearly every 
paper mill in the Black River Valley. The 
manufacturers claimed that inasmuch as 
there was so little profit in the business 
anyway they could not afford the proposed 
advance, and therefore appointed a com- 
mittee to confer with Samuel Goodman, the 
general freight agent of the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad. The matter was taken under 
discussion by the Central people, and to the 
joy of the mill owners notice was received 
a week ago that the old rates would stand 
and’ that the proposed rates would not 
go into effect. The joy in the offices ot 
the manufacturers was unspeakable, as it 
would have made quite a noticeable differ- 
ence with their meagre profits. 

The much talked of talc company at Car- 
thage has at last made a move. The old 
saw mill has been leased for the purpose of 
setting up and testing the machinery and 
talc. Edward Short has been secured as 
engineer, and A. K. Raymond, of Chicago, 
the representative of Raymond Brothers, of 
that city, is at Carthage superintending the 
setting up of the grinding machinery. It 
is expected that the new mill will be the 
largest industry in the village. 

The Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper 
Company has served notice of suit on every 
owner of water privileges at Dexter, and 
given the companies twenty days to show 
why they shall not discontinue using the 
water power when there is no water flowing 
over the dam, the sulphite company claim- 
ing that it is entitled by right to 1,200 horse 


power, which it secures only when the 
water is flowing over the dam. This prom- 
ises to be an exciting and long fought series 
of contests. F. E. Birmingham, manager 
of the Sulphite Company, as also of the St. 
Lawrence Paper Company, reports business 
good. 

The Bagley & Sewall Company has been 
busy shipping dryers this last ten days. 
Two carloads went to the Piercefield Falls 
Company’s new plants. The two machines 
for this company weigh 7,000 pounds, and 
are considered ‘‘ big.” The company will 
keep on shipping the various parts until all 
will be ready. WwW. oy Be 
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HOLYOKE, Mass., January 18, 1895. 

There is little to be said this week 
relative to the condition of business in this 
city in the paper line. Affairs are moving 
along in their same quiet manner and with 
little variation. If anything business is 
duller than it has been for the past season, 
but this is; partially due to the fact that a 
dull period, lasting sometimes for a few 
weeks, always follows the holidays. 

Business with the book mills has been 
better than with the fine writing mills. 
Some of the latter have been obliged to run 
on short hours, while those turning out laid 
papers have been kept running on full 
time. 

It is hard to get at the true condition of 
the paper situation in this city, as no mill 
wishes to state exactly what it is doing for 
fear of competition. There has been, it is 
believed, a decrease in the demand for fine 
papers, which is partly due to the trade situ- 
ation and partly to the fact that the stocks 
of jobbers were well filled up last fall, and 
the demand of the retail trade has not been 
as large as was at a recent date anticipated. 

L. J. Powers, of the L. J. Powers Paper 
Company, recently expressed the opinion 
that business in the paper line was to be 
good this winter, and he says that it has 
kept up fairly well with his company, owing 
to the novelties which the company turns 
out. 

A profitable line of business for the Whit- 
ing, Parsons and Power mills at present is 
the contract which these mills have for sup- 
plying the paper for the government 
stamped envelopes, now being made to a 
great extent in Hartford. Each of these 
mills has a share in making the papers, and 
when other trade is dull it gives them an 
opportunity to keep their wheels turning. 

The paper men are pleased with the pros- 
pect of having a new dam strung across the 
Connecticut by the Holyoke Water Power 
Company, and say that it will be a benefit 
to the mills in that agreater supply of water 
can be had. The water power company has 
this week been given permission by the 
State committee on rivers and harbors to 
build the dam, and bids for its construction 
will close on February 15. Work will begin 
on the construction about July 1, provided 
the water is low enough at that time ; if not 
it will be delayed. 

It is not likely that the new dam will 
give an opportunity for an increased num- 
ber of mills in Holyoke, as the river is now 
overtaxed at some periods of the year, and 
the company has frequently been obliged 
to issue restrictions on the paper mills.

It is several months since a large fly 
wheel burst, and mechanical papers have 
had no occasion to record further accidents | 
resulting from bursting wheels. How long 
it will be before another wheel flies to pieces 
no man can tell. For a time during the 
early part of 1894 and the summer of the 
same year fly wheel accidents were nu- 
merous ; only a very short time intervened 
between the bursting of the big wheels at 
Manville, R. I., and the Nashua (N. H.) 
Mills. In each case the most serious dam- 
ages resulted from pieces of the broken 
wheel flying about promiscuously, striking 
persons and smashing through walls. The 
loss in time and money in every fly wheel 
accident is large, besides there are frequently 
one or more persons injured as a rule; there- 
fore, although the mechanical and engineer- 
ing worlds may have dropped the bursting 
fly wheel question from their minds fora 
time, owing to the fact that no big wheels | 
have burst recently, there are men who have | 
been giving the matter close study, with 
the hope of introducing a system by which | 
wheels of large dimensions may be pre- 
vented from breaking, or, if they break, to | 
prevent the pieces from flying about the 
engine room and the works. The man who 
discovers the right way to do this will find 
fame. Among some of the improved ways 
tried have been wheels wound with wire, 
rope, paper, &c. Other wheels have been 
lined with aluminum, and lastly there is a 
new wheel made of wood and wound with 
acombination pulp rope to prevent burst- 


ing.

The upper end of the spoke of the wheel 
is indicated by A in Fig. II. The thick- 
nesses of wood are marked B and the lay- 


ers of rope C. The rim is turned out to a| 


depth of about an inch to receive the rope. 
Bolts are put through the wooden pieces 
so as to hold them together and also to re- 
tain them firmly to the iron spoke. The 
belt runs well on the surface. 

It would not do to confine a wheel toa 
surface for running belts only. In these 
days the rope drive is used largely, and so 
a wheel must, in order to be practicable, be 
made to accommodate ropes as well as belts. 
Furthermore, it has proved advantageous 
to run the main belts or ropes direct from 
the big balance wheel in many mills, thus 
utilizing the one wheel for two purposes. 
So in winding a wheel on its surface it 
must be borne in mind that such surface 
may be needed upon which torun the driv- 
ing belt or ropes. The surfaceof the wheel, 
when wound with the pulp rope combi- 
nation, 1s all right to receive any kind of a 
belt. Of course a very different arrange- 
ment is needed to run arope drive. This is 
exhibited in Fig. III., in which the letter A 
signifies the main part of the wheel, to 
which are fixed the upper works onthe same 
plan as described in Fig. II., this being also 
a sectional view. The difference with this 
wheel is that a grooved compartment is 
placed over the whole and made secure by 
the bolts C, the latter extending through 
the sides of the grooved part and through 
the part already fixed to the wheel.

The pulp rope used around the circumfer- 
ence of the wheel consists of one-third pulp 
and two-thirds hemp in some cases ; again, 
it has been found well to use two-thirds 
pulp, like the strands G in the sample of 
rope E in Fig. III., in combination with 
which is wound the copper wire F. This 
makes a firm rope and a smooth surface. 

Cellulose, obtained through a process of 
boiling wood, seem to work fairly well in 
the rope combination, provided the fibre is 
at least 3 millimetres long. Straw fibres, 
although containing very desirable elastical 
characteristics, are usually thin and short, 
and so have not been used in the ropes. 
Rag fibre, if a good, long fibre can be had, 
is the best stock for rope purposes ; but the 
trouble is that the fibre gets broken in the 
preparing processes, and so is not much 
longer, as a rule, than that of the wood. 
Hence wood and rag fibres combined have 
been employed, and mixed with the com- 
bination are gelatine—which acts as a sizing 
—resin soap, litharge, wax and glue, the 
latter substances giving elasticity, dura- 
bility and softness. The strands for the 
ropes are either drawn out from the pulp or 
twisted from split sheets, and entwined 
with the hempen or copper strands in the 
usual way. These ropes wound around the 
cavity prepared in big fly wheels make it 
impossible for a wheel to fly to pieces. The 
process is cheap and lasting.

Trade Talks.

Each group will, itself, choose 
twoadditional members. All questions 
affecting labor, capital and agriculture, 
such as immigration, contracts, wages, 
hours, &c., will be legitimate subjects 
of investigation. The commission shall 
also furnish such information and 
suggestions as may be made the basis 
for uniform legislation in the various 
States in orderto harmonize conflicting 
interests and to be equitable and just 
to laborer, employer, producer and 
consumer. The commission may re- 
ceive petitions, grant hearings, appoint 
| sub-committees and pursue its investi- 
| gationsin any part of the United States.

and have been in business for myself for 
about two. It is noticeable, especially in 
my business, that a better class of paper is 
asked for. People have found that cheap 
paper does not answer the purpose, and in 
many instances we begin to notice that 
there is a demand fora better and higher 
priced paper than that which buyers have 
been accustomed to use. People, too, flo 
not like the cheap paper, in which their 
goods often arrive in a bad condition. I 
was glad, therefore, to see in a recent issue 
of Tut Paper TRADE JOURNAL the state- 
ment that Mr. Elliot, of Philadelphia, has 
taken this matter up, for the trade there is 
suffering in the same way that it is here. I 
agree with him in all that he has said.”

The new mill of the Keith Paper Com- 
pany, Turner's Falls, Mass., by which the 
company expects to nearly double its pro- 
ductive capacity, is approaching comple- 
tion, and promises to meet all expectations. 
The main building is an extension of the old 
mill proper, 42x180 feet, five stories high, 
extending north along the river bank. The 
machine room, which runs from the main 
building at the northend, and at right 
angles, is 55x100 feet, four stories high. 
The boiler and bleach house, which joins 
the main building at its junction with the 
old, is 30x30 feet and five stories high. At 
the extreme south of the old mill is a new 
wing 100x60 feet, four stories high, the two 
lower floors of which will contain stock, 
the third to be connected with the present 
finishing room, and the fourth to be used as 
adrying loft. The new structures are of 
the most solid and substantial character, 
nothing being omitted which can serve to 
maintain or add to the high character of 
the company’s products. The shafting will 
be driven by five horizontal Leffel water 
wheels. Brick and cement drainers, some 
twenty in number, will occupy a depth of 
nearly two stories. In the new engine 
room are three washing and three beating 
engines, with room for four more. In the 
machine room there is at present only one 
80 inch Fourdrinier, a modern machine with 
all improvements, but there is room for 
another when the time comes for putting it 
in. Beneath the machine room are the size 
tanks, the stuff chests, &c. On the lower 
story of the same building are the spring 
water tanks and filters, the water being 
brought from a distance of 2 miles. One of 
the improvements in the new mill, made in 
the interest of economizing fuel, is the 
double glazing of the windows. The sash 
is set solidly in the casing and glazed with 
two panes of glass set half an inch apart, 
leaving an air space between, which pre- 
vents the radiation of heat from the rooms, 
while the absence of the loose joints of slid- 
ing sashes prevents the ingress of cold air 
from without. Ventilation is obtained by a 
small transom over the top of the main 
sash. The heating and ventilating are also 
done by a new system. Steam is taken to 
a large covered coil of pipes in the base- 
ment. The heat thus generated is held by 
an iron case, from which it passes through 
leaden pipes like those of a hot air furnace. 
A fan forces the hot air rapidly through the 
various conduits to all parts of the mill, 
giving a temperature easily regulated by 
dampers. In summer the same pipes will 
distribute cool air to all parts of the build- 
ing. The dynamo room has two machines, 
and the mill will be lighted by over 300 
incandescent lights. 

The Montague Paper Company, Turner's 
Falls, Mass., has been spending some $35,- 
000 or $40,000 in repairs and new machinery. 
Among the latter is a Fourdrinier machine, 
118 inches wide, which displaces the 76 inch 
machine, which was put in twenty years 
ago. The Paul system of steam circulation 
for drying the paper has” been adopted. 
This machine is driven by a Marshall 
** driving train.” A 100 horse power hori- 
zontal steam engine has been installed, fur- 
nishing power for driving the paper ma- 
chines and their auxiliaries, and providing 
enough exhaust steam to supply the dryers.

Upon the removal of Mr. Hill from Bir- 
mingham to Wabash, he was presented by 
the employees of the Wilkinson Paper Com- 
pany, of whose mill he was superintendent, 
with a substantial token of their regard in 
the form of a gold watch and chain, men- 
tion of which was made at the time in this 
journal. Many of his old employees further 
showed their attachment for him by re- 
moving with their families to Wabash.

A patentable subject must be 
not only new and useful, but it must involve 
some exercise of the inventive faculty, and 
it must not be merely the application of an 
old thing toa new use. It is undoubtedly 
true that small metal cans and infusible 
cement were in use before Thompson’s in- 
vention, and that caustic alkalies were 
preserved from deliquescence by in- 
closure in air-tight packages of glass, 
iron and wood; but still the fact re- 
mained that caustic soda unavail- 
able for general use, and especially for the 
| domestic manufacture of soap. By Thomp- 
son's method it was invested with com- 
mercial properties and practical adaptabili- 
| ties which did not pertain to it before. 
;* * * The patentability of an alleged in- 
vention is,in many cases, most satisfactorily 
shown by its utility. .In Webster, on ‘ Sub- 
; ject Matter,’ 30, it is said: ‘The utility, 
then, of the change, as ascertained by the 
consequences, is the real practical test of 
the sufficiency of an invention; and since 
one cannot exist without the other the ex- 
istence of one may be presumed in proof of 
the existence of the other.. * * * Judged 
by the standard of utility, then, a suf- 


ficiency of invention to support this patent 
is to be presumed.” 

It will be clearly seen from this brief con- 
| sideration of the question, What is patent- 
able invention? that it is by no means easy 
of definition, and the difficulty of establish- 
| ing a positive rule applicable to all cases 
| will be fully appreciated.

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Sunlight on Paper Making 


In an address on newspaper making 
delivered on January 11 at Cornell Univer- 
sity, Charles A. Dana, editor of the New 
York Sun, referring to the manufacture of 
paper, said : 

‘‘The great revolutionary agent is the 
cheapness we have reached in the cost of 
paper. I remember very well when paper 
was made of rags, and presently it be- 
came evident that the country and all 
countries didn’t supply rags enough. The 
manufacturers couldn't get the rags, and so 
we were liable to be left without paper. 
Then there came along a Frenchman who 
invented a chemical method of making pa- 
per from rye straw, and I remember that 
the value of rye straw here in the interior 
of New York rose all at once from $6 to $20 
a ton because of the demand created for it 
to make paper with. That, however, was 
not the end of the movement. The rye 
straw always had, after it was converted 
into paper, a silicious surface, a flinty, 
glassy surface, and that wore the type out, 
so that a set of type for a newspaper that 
ought to last a year wouldn’t last more 
than three months. 

‘* But then came the great change of all, 
when people turned from the rye field and 
its straw to the forests. And now all print- 
ing paper that is used in newspapers is 
made out of wood ; and when you pick up 
your paper in the morning to look at it the 
probability is that you are picking up a 
piece of spruce tree from Norway, or that 
you have got hold of a spruce taken out of 
the Adirondack country, or wherever in 
North America spruce timber can be found. 
A few years ago a man conceived that he 
had invented an immense thing that was 
sure togive new value to the big swamps 
along the Mississippi. From Illinois down 
to the mouth of the Mississippi there are 
immense forests, growing almost every- 
where on each side of the river, chiefly of a 
sort of poplar known as cottonwood, and he 
was going to make paper out of that. He 
did the thing, but the paper was too good, 
and the cost price was too high, and I do 
not imagine that any paper of that very 
fine sort is now used, 

** What we all employ is made, as I have 
said, out of spruce trees, or pine trees, 
or almost any kind of soft wood. They 
put it through a mill and grind it up 
into powder as fine as flour” [Mr. Dana is 
so explosive himself that he assumes that 
** wood flour,” used in the manufacture of 
explosives, is necessarily used in the paper 
on which he prints.—Ep.], and then it is 
converted into pulp, and from that the pa- 
per is made ; and the manufacturers of pa- 
per now generally buy their material in the 
form of pulp. You know there is a justly 
distinguished statesman of New York who, 
instead of being called by his first name, has 
been popularly known as Wood Pulp. He 
has contributed much toward making news- 
papers and toward diffusing views which do 
not always agree with his own. Yet he is 
allright. We owe him gratitude, and I de- 
sire to pay in all sincerity my share of this 
general tribute.” [Quite a compliment to 
the gentleman—deserved at that—whom 
Mr. Dana has been wont to denounce as 
** Wood Pulp” Miller.—Eb.] 

‘* You will perhaps be able to appreciate 
the importance of the revolution a little 
better when I tell you that the cost of paper 
for making newspapers, which thirty years 
ago was 12 to 20 cents a pound, has steadily 
declined until now we buy it for 24 cents a 
pound. Twenty years ago our weekly 
paper bill was the heaviest bill we had to 
pay, but now it is one of the light ones. 
For 2 cents you get a pound of paper, all 
fit and ready to be printed. One pound of 
this paper will give you, taking a page the 
size of the 7rzbune, fifty-five or sixty 
pages; and as a week-day edition of the 
Tribune is generally twelve pages, you see 
you get five or six printed sheets out of the 
2% cents. That makes the business profit- 
able. The 7rzéune is retailed at 3 cents, 
and it is sold at wholesale for something 
like 2% cents—I don't know precisely how 
much, but it is 2% to 244 cents; and there 
you have a very handsome difference be- 
tween the money expended for the paper 
and the money that is taken in for the 
printed journal. Now, this is a revolution 
of great consequence in the business of 
newspaper making. How far it will tend 
to produce any greater cheapness of news- 
papers I will not now attempt to say. 

‘* They are already sold very cheap con- 
sidering their other expenses besides the 
printing and the paper, such as the variety 
of intelligence, the cost of getting news, 
the salaries of writers, correspondents and 
assistant editors, and the rent that must be 
paid in a great city for the extensive quarters 
that are required. That is a very serious 
item. For instance, there is the New York 
Times, one of the ablest and most trust- 
worthy newspapers in the world, whose 
company has lately been reorganized, so |

the average life of a lamp is about 800 
hours and the average use is about two 


hours daily, we will see that lamp produc- 
tion and lamp consumption pretty fairly 
balance. But the total result, is, to say the 
least, disappointing. 

It is a reasonable assumption, supported 
by various figures, that there are two gas 
burners per head of population in our cities; 
I believe that gas consumption is often 
broadly estimated at about one active 
burner per head. Hence it would follow 
that New York and Philadelphia to-day, if 
gas were abandoned or used as a power at 
the point of production, and electricity 
were universally adopted in its stead, 
would at once need all the dynamos and 
lamps now made and used for supplying 
the whole of the United States. Yet the 
combined population of the twocities barely 
reaches 3,000,000, or less than one-twentieth 
of the population of the country. 

The same basis of calculation would give 
us for the United States a dynamo lighting 
capacity of 100,000,000 incandescent lamps 
and a lamp production of 600,000 lamps a 
day. If we cut that in two, so as to con- 
sider merely city population, there still re- 
mains an enormous field that has yet to be 
occupied. Philadelphia would need about 
2,000,000 incandescent lights wired up. 
Hence it follows that with gas to be con- 
sumed by 2,000,000 burners, and electricity 
by something short of 200,000, the odds to 
price of light are very much against elec- 
tricity. The marvel is that already with 
one industry more than half a century old 
and the other barely ten years old, a parity 
of price has been established.

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Heavy Chemicals During 1894. 








While the volume of business in heavy 
chemicals during the past year has been 
large, the prices obtained have been unusu- 
ally low, thus making the year, as a whole, 
the most unsatisfactory that the trade has 
experienced for several years pastas regards 
the margin of profit obtained on the various 
chemicals. It is hard to particularize just 
which cause led to this unprofitable state of 
affairs, though there is no doubt but that 
the agitation of the tariff question, together 
withthe financial depression which prevailed 
throughout the country, were the main fea- 
tures. Pending the discussion of the tariff 
question, receipts of all the heavy chemicals 
began to fall off, thus causing a decrease in 
soda ash and alkali alone for the first half of 
the year, as compared with the year pre- 
vious for the same period, of nearly 30 per 
cent. 

There has been a steady decline in values 
since the year opened, except for alkali, 
which at the close isa shade higher at 90 
cents for bags and 95 cents for casks, 
against an average of 85 cents, which price 
ruled during the earlier months of the year. 
Within the past few weeks considerable 
sales have been made for the fire of 1895 at 
the advanced price named for high test, in 
bulk, bags and casks.

Competition at once began with the foreign 
makers, and prices quickly declined, until 
the low price of 1% cents was reported as 
having been accepted for several contracts 
of high test, though 14 cents was the gen- 
eral price at which the bulk of the contracts 
was placed. While prices in this country, 
owing to the competition, were very much 


fairly steady at 1% to 2 cents per pound. 

The receipts of foreign sal soda during 
the first half of the year showed a decided 
falling off, though prices were fairly well 
maintained at about 85-100 cent per pound, 
but with the reduction in the duty prices re- 
ceded, thus stimulating what had previously 
been a slow trade. Supplies began to flow 
in, and in orderto retain their trade prices 
were reduced, and at the close 6214-100 to 
65-100 cent may be called ‘the prevailing 
quotation. 

It is claimed that of all the heavy chem- 
icals the most unsatisfactory has been 
salt cake. In order to meet the foreign 
competition that was expected to follow the

lists early in the season, and large sales were 
made in bulk, delivered at various points at
